A BALLOON EXPLODES 500 
FEET ABOVE GROUND. 


fa the Presence of 10,000 Peoeple 
Twe Persons are Dashed to 
Denth and Others 
Seriously In- 
jared. 


A frizhtfal accident occurred one day 
last week at the Crystal Palace, London. 

A piece being given st the palace lately is 
called ‘The Tragic Hpisode,” but that 

day the sudience witnessed e real and ter- 

rible tragedy. Capt. Dale, the well- 
known asronaut, was to give « balleon 
exhibition in the presence of thousands of 
Senday-schoul holiday seekers. 

The i invited any who desired to 
sceompany him on his voyage in the sir. 
Severa! volunteered and the balloon stert- 
ed on its upward fight, the grest mmulti- 
tude, largely composed of children, 
watching it with wondering gaze. Sud- 
deniy the balloon burst, and « cry of ter- 
arose from the acdience as the ballovn 
colla with « nc ise a3 of the diwbarge 
ofahuage canmaon The seronaut fell to 
the grocnd dead, and three of the passen- 
gore Were eerious.y injured. 

For a few momerts there was @ panic 
among the sight-seers. The relatives of 
thoes who were injured rashed forward 
and it was sume time before the extent of 
the eccident cold be anderstood. Capt. 
Dele wasan experienced seronaut and 
bas given many successful exhibitions be- 
fore. Investigation shows that the tmat- 
eriala of the balloon were rotten from di.- 
use. 

About 10,090 persons, mostly women 
and children, had gathered to watch the 
ascension. Dale took esboard, among 
others, the amateur eeromauts and his 
son, aged 14 years. When released the 
ballcon shot up about 500 feet. Then 
reddish cloud burst from the top of the 
jalioon, a heavy report was heard, the 
var swayed, a man could be seen reaching 
among the ropes, and the next instant 
the balloon collapsed. The car dropped 
like lead, with the ropes and torn mater 
ial fanning the air above it. 

About one hundred feet from the 
ground Capt. Dale, who was clinging to a 
rope, was throwm loose by a sudden lurch 
and he fell dead and mutilated. The car 
struck on the stone wall around en artific. 
1a] lake, rebounded against an fron :ai! 
ing, and then fell to the ground in frag 
ments. Capt. Dale's son was hanging to 
the side of the car when it struck t' 
svones. He was thrown 60 feet. 

The other occupants of the ear held on 
to the last. All of them were ‘athe car 
when it struck and were strewn with the 
wreckage after the collision with the irou 
railing. All sustained numerous fr-c'- 
ures, but it is possible that they will re 
ovver. Young Dale had hardly a whole 
bone in his body. One Spectator ws 
caught in the shoulder by the grappling 
anchor. He wasthrewn te the ground 
and theanchor tore through his face. 
Several other spectators were injured by 
the anchor, but not severely. 

The panio in the crowd during the fall 
was appalling. Hundreds started to run, 
tramplng ehildren and women. Others 
fell to the ground and covered their faces. 
When the car struck, the shrieks of the 
eceupants and spectators were heard for 
half a mile. Scores of women fainted, 

After the accident they were laid out on 
the piles of freshly cut grass and were 
brouzht to consciousness by fmends aud 
relatives. For half an hour the} green 
looked like a great open air hospital, then 
raost of the sickened women were helped 
away or carried home in carriages. Most 
of those whe were neither ill nor injured 
left the grounds a few minutes after the 
accident.
